LATEST FROM CHICAGO. 
CHICAGO, June 28.—Practically qll the 
trains leaving this city during the -after- 
noon and up to 6 o’clock tonight got away 
with their Pullman cars, but were more 
or less delayed. The Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul road has agreed to handle 
no more Pullman coaches. All the freight- 
yards in the city are crowded with freight 
cars loaded with perishable goods, which 
the roads are unable to move. As the 
South Water-street markets were sold out 
today, it is expected a fruit and garden- 
truck famine will be on tomorrow. The 
8:10 train on the Grand Trunk, east- 
bound, was made up with the usual Pull- 
mans, ‘put. as no passengers appeared the 
coaches were left behind. 
+ Two trains on the Baltimore and Ohio, 
which left the city, one at about 6:30 and 
the other at 8 p.m. for the East, are stalled 
at the Western-avenue crossing of the 
Panhandle. The switchmen refused to 


proceed. A detail of police was sent for 
and as soon as they arrive an effort is to 
be made to get the trains out. 

Trains on the North Suburban were 
running on the Illinois Central into or out 
of Chicago by 10 o'clock. At Galena the 
Wisconsin division of the Chicago and 
Northwestern was at a standstill. Tho 
arpnouncement was made that every road 
éntering the Union Depot woyld be tied 
up at noon. The Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincey; Pennsylvania, Chicago and Alton 
and Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul will 
be affected if the traffic at the Union Depat 
is stopped. Four engineers of the North- 
western road, who called on the officials 
of the A.R.U. last night and induced the 
order for a strike on that road, were dis- 
charged today.

Owing to a strike of switchmen of the 
Panhandle, trains,on that road have been 
brought in over the tracks of the Fort 
Wayne. Threats to tit up the latter and 
even the entire Pennsylvania system, grew 
largely out of this fact. Action against 
the Fort Wayne would also involve the 
Chicago and: Alton, as both come into 
the city over the’ same track. Everything 
was blocked after midnight last night 
at the Western-avenue yards of the North- 
western, Milwaukee and St. Paul and 
Panhandle roads. 

The first passenger train for the East 
on the Baltimore and Ohio road today 
could not leave, as the engineers of other 
roads using the yards kept switching 
across the tracks in such a manner that 
the Baltimore and Ohio engine was held 
back as effectually as though it was 
locked to the rails. Forty policemen were 
sent to the yards. About 100 police were 
stationed today along the tracks of* the 
Illinois Central and.Rock [sland _rail- 
‘roads. Vice-President Harahan today 
sent a request to Chief Brennan for more 
‘police. The Chief said he did not see 
how more men could be detailed to that 
road. Not a car was moved on the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and St. Paul road. Eight’ 
hundred men employed in the Northwest- 
ern shops near West Sixteenth street 
struck this morning. 

- The. association of general managers of 
the railroads centering in Chicago has or- 
ganized the General Managers Association 
Bureau, and elected John M. Egan general 
manager. This bureau will have entire 


~| charge of everything relating to the strike 


in behalf of the railroads. A «ommittee 
was sent to Chief of Police Brenuan to 
ask for additional police protection for cer- 
tain roads tonight. The Chief promised to 
furnish all the men needed at any time. 
The general managers of two of the lead- 


ing roads today said that they antici-

CHICAGO, June 28.—The extent of the 
Pullman boycott strike was indicated by a 
flood of telegrams received by President 
Debs of the A.R.U. The movement par- 
alyzed the traffic of the whole West. Per- 
‘ishable freight is being ruined on the side- 
tracks of overland routes in Texas, New 
“Mexico, Afizona,: Southern California, Ne- 
braska, Colorado, Utah, Montana, Oregon, 
Idaho, Minnesota and the Dakotas. Travel 
is stopped from the Pacific Coast East, 


West. 
The situation at $ p.m. “bé summar- 
ized as follows: The Northern Pacific and 
Santa Fe lines are practically shut down 
from end to end. There are local troubles 
on the Baltimore and Ohio, Chicago and 
Northwestern and Monon lines. 
nois Central is at a standstill north of 
the Ohio River. . 

A DECISION BY JUDGE CALDWELL. 

CHICAGO, June 28.—The following mes- 
sage was received here tonight by Re- 
ceiver Wilson of the Atchison road, from 
Judge Caldwell of the United States Court. 
Judge Caldwell is now in Michigan on a 
pleasure trip: 

WEQUELONSING (Mich.,) June 28, 1894. 

J. W. Reinhart. Boston: Joseph T. Wil- 
son, Chicago, receivers of the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe Railroad, Chicago: 
The men in the employ of the receivers 
of the Atchison Railway system wmust 
discharge all their usual and accustomed 
duties, or quit the service of the receivers 
altogether, and permit other men to take 
their Places, men who will discharge their 
; duties. Any or all the employees can quit 
the service of the company if they desire 
.to do. so, but when they quit they must 
not interfere in any manner with the 
property or the operation of the road, or 
the men employed to take their places. 
Any such interference will be promptly 
dealt with as a contempt of court. The 
men who wish to continue in the service 
of the company must discharge all their 
duties appropriately and properly belong- 
ing to the service. A refusal to perform 
any part of the said duty will compel 
their discharge and the employment of 
other men to take their places. All the 
powers and authority of the court will be 
vigorously exercised to enforce these rea- 
sonabte results. I cannot believe the boycott 
order was intended to be put in operation 
on roads in the custody of the United 
States Courts and operated by receivers 
appointed by the court. but if such is the 
case, the authors of the boycott order end 
the men to whom it is addressed must un- 
derstand that the court will not tolerate 
any interference with the operation of 
the road by their receivers from any cause 
whatever. The men must understand that 
they cannot remain jin the service ef the 
receivers and refuse to perform any duty 
pertaining to that service. They must mak2 
their selection whether they will take 
their order as to the cars to be switched 
and handled from. President Debs or the 
court. If they elect to obey the orders of 
the former they may do so. but in that 
event they must understand distinctly that 
they are no longer in the service of the 
court for any purpose, and that other men 
will be employed to take their places per- 
manently who ‘will be guarded and _ pro- 
tected in the’ discharge of ‘heir duties.

If the Oakland switchmen ie- 
fuse to handle the Pullman cars, we shal! 
‘be compelled to hire men who will obey 
orders. These men have been trying to 
bring on this strike for three months. 
They have made a mistake so far as this 
Coast is concerned. They cannot win on 
the Southern Pacific lines.” 

“Will decisive action be taken at once?” 

“*Yes.”’ 

““Will those who persist in boycotting 
the Pullman. coaches be displaced by 
others who have no such sentiments?” 

“Most certainly. We cannot afford to 
have these men run our road for us. We 
are paying more today for service than 
when the last rail was laid. When all 
other roads have cut we have kept up 
wages. This has been done at Mr. Hunt- 
ington’s request. He is the best friend 
of labor I ever knew. His policy in 
keeping up wages makes men want to 
work for the company. There will be no 
trouble in getting men. It may take a 
little time, but we will come ‘out all 
ight.” 

After the conference of railroad men 
at the corner of Fourth and Townsend 
streets, one of the gentlemen engaged 
in considering the matter ~said: 
efficers of the company are worried over 
this matter more than anything else that 
nas happened for a long time. It is a 
strange position, one that was never seen 
befote on-this road. The American Rail- 
way Unien is a mysterious organization. 
It has had large growth that would us- 
ually be regarded as an clement of weak- 
ness, but for a sudden emergency of this 
kind this proves to be a strong point. 
Nobody knows its strength or its re- 
j sources. It.can do as it pleases, as it is 
bmot subject to the workings of large,. un- 
wieldy central bodieg/ such as some of 
“the other organizations have weighted. 
“themselves down with. Its irre- 
sponsibility counts in its favor. It can 
do just as it chooses. If it wins, it be- 
comes firmly established.

Thomas J. Roberts, president of the

» “We are not striking against the South- 
ern Pacific Company nor do we wish to 
injure it in the slightest degree, if that 
jl can be avoided. We are true and loyal 
to the Southern Pacific Company and will 
not refuse to handle their cars, but so 
long as the Pullman coaches are under the 
boycott, we don’t touch them. We are 
sorry that anybody should be discommoded, 
but that is not our fault. We are simply 
defending our members in the town of 
Pullman. They have been treated shame- 
fully, and when a committee of, the 
brainiest’ members of the American Rail- 
way Union’s grand lodge went to the works 
for the purpose of seeking arbitration, Mr. 
Pullman’s superintendent refused to see 
them. He said he did not want to meet 
them, nor would he consider the sugges- 
tion for arbitration. The men were out 
of the company’s service and he did not 
want.anything more to do with them. 

“The abuses that led to this boycott 
against the Pullman coaches have been 
many and grievous.

None but local trains are run- 
ning in and. out of the city... Officers--of 
the American Railway Union claim that 
their order has a membership of 2180 men 
in the Sacramento lodge, and that they 
are well prepared to maintain their boycott 
against the Pullman coaches. S. D. War- 
den, delegate from the local lodge to the 
convention, recently held in Chicago, 
Stated this afternoon that if any of the 
union men shall be discharged by the 
Southern Pacific for refusing to handle 
Pullman cars the company will be given 
six hours in which to reinstate them. In 
the event of a refusal, he says, the union 
will tie up the entire Southern Pacific 
system, both its freight and passenger 
service. 

This afternoon a committee from the 
A.R.U. published an affidavit, sworn to 
for the union by three men, setting forth 
that they have no intention of refusing in 
any manner to perform their duties as em- 
ployees of the railway companies upon any 
trains in the transportation of passengers 
or United States mails, except upon such 
trains as may have Pullman sleeping cars 
attached. 

The strike is resulting in heavy losses 
to fruit-growers. Large quantities of 
peaches, cherries, blackberries and apricots 
are going to waste in orchards and gar- 
dens, and at stations and on trains. 

STUBBORN MEN AT OAKLAND. 

OAKLAND, June. 28.—Not a train left 
the Oakland yards this morning with 
Pullmans attached, and the union men de- 
clare that none will leave till the boy- 
cott is declared off, 

On the arrival of the overland from 

the East the switchmen declined to send 
the Pullmans to the yards, or to handle 
them in any way. The crisis was expected 
at 4 o’cloek this afternoon, when Superin- 
tendent Wilder will insist on his men 
taking out a train with the Pullmans 
attached.

A Pullman car was attached to the Stock- 
ton train and when the order to pull out 
was given Fireman Charles Knapp déclined 
to fire up and jumped from the cab. No at- 
tempt was made to get a man to take his 
place and there was no disturbance. 

The situation here is very serious. No 
Pullman cars have been moved today, and. 
not an overland letter has been forwarded 
since Wednesday morning. Sheriff McKil- 
lican has sworn in forty deputies for sery- 
ice in the Southern Pacific yards and will. 
appoint as many as are necessary to pro- 
tect railroad property. Superintendent 
Wilder declares that if the men will not 
handle boycotted cars he will discharge his:

INVOKING THE LAW, 

The Attorneys Trying to Bring Matters a 
Focus—Important Correspondence. 

The first step toward invoking the strong 
arm of the law to the aid of.the repre- 
sentatives of capital against those of labor 
was taken yesterday morning, when W. J. 
Hunsaker, Esq.,; one of the attorneys for 
the Southern California Railway Company, 
called upon Judge Ross, in his chambers, 
and submitted to him a draft of an appli- 
cation for a writ of injunction to compel 
the strikers to refrain. from: interfering 
with the operation of the road. No ac- 
tion was, however, taken in the matter 
by Judge Ross; but, in view of the fact 
that the application is bp gvorded as to be 
construed into an order compelling the 
men to resume work, one of the grounds of 
the application being that their refusal to 
work interferes with the. operation of the 
road, it is probable that it will be denied 
when court convenes this morning at 10:30 
o'clock. | 

The next step taken by Mr. Hunsaker 
was the transmission of the following

Hon, George J. Denis, United States Dis- 
trict Attorney, Los Angeles, Cal.—Dear 
Sir: I desire to call your attention, on be- 
half of the Southern California ‘Railway 
Company; to the fact thaf a large number 
of the employees of such company have 
conspired together to prevent :such rail- 
road company from carrying on the inter- 
state commerce in which it ‘is engaged, 
and also for preventing the running of its 
trains carrying the mails of the United 
States, and that, in pursuance of such con- 
spiracy, such parties have interfered with 
the interstate commerce carried on by the 
Southern California Railway Company, 
and have obstructed the running of its 
trains carrying the mails’ of the United 
States. 

In connection with the interference with 
the interstate commerce by these persons, 
I beg leave to call your attention to the 
provisions of the act éf July 2, 1890, en- 
titled ‘“‘An act to protect trade and com- 
merce against unlawful restraints and 
monopolies.’’ (26 Stats.-at-Large, 209.) 

You will observe by the first section of 
the ‘act that every conspiracy in- restraint 
of trade or commerce arfong the several 
States’ is declared to be unlawful, and 
every person engaged in such conspiracy 
is guilty of a misdemeanor. ‘ 

By the fourth section of the act the Cir- 
cuit Courts of the United States are in- 
vested with jurisdiction to prevent and re- 
strain violations of this act, and it is made 
the duty of the United. States attorneys in 
their respective districts, under the direc- 
tion of the Attorney-General, to institute 
proceedings in equity to prevent and re- 
strain such violations. ; 

I submit to you, on behalf of the South- 
ern California Railway .Cdmpany, that it 
is entitled, under the cirgumstances ndéw 
existing, to the enforce t by, the proper 
officers of the United States government of 
the provisions of this act, not only for the 
preservation and protection of its own 
property and business, but in order that 
it may be enabled to serve the public and 
the government. 

I also submit that these persons have

of sections 3995 and 5440 ofthe Revised 
Statutes of the United States. »

THE MINERS. 


A Conference at Pittsburgh, Pa., Discusses 
interstate Organization. — 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. . 

PITTSBURGH, June 28.—The miners’ 
conference, which was held in this city 
last night for the purpose of discussing 
the feasibility of forming an interstate or- 
ganization and a question of a uniform 
rate over the district, was attended by over 
two hundred miners from Missouri, In- 
dian Territory and Arkansas. Resclutions 
were introduced and passed recommending 
‘an interstate organization, with a uniform 
rate, and that Senator Peffer be requested 
to petition Congress to make an appropria- - 
tion of $250,000 for the benefit of starving 
and distressed miners in the Indian Ter- 
vpitory. 

On motion it was ‘decided by the. meeting 
to at once proceed, through the execu-' 
tive’ board, to organize the seven coal- 
_ producing States west of the Mississippi. 
‘River for protection, and establish a uni-' 
form rate throughout these States. A 
great deal of enthusiasm was shown in this 
direction, and it is more than likely that 
they will be commenced at once. . Repre- 
sentatives from other States were. present, 
with full power to act for their respective 
districts. 

THE COKE SITUATION. 

NEW YORK, June 28.—The Iron Age 
today says that the coke situation contin- 
ues very puzzling. It was expected that 
the men would return to work early this 
week, but they have not done so.. One of 
the leading operators is quoted as saying 
that there will be some serious disturb- 
ances before the majority of the plants 
are again-at work. The largest producer 
seems to be making no efforts comparable 
in earnestness with those during a similar 
contingency in former years. 

It looks, as though the much-heralded 
increase in the cost of Bessemer pig in 
the West is not so much of a factor -as 
has been made of it. Under the circum- 
stances buyers are not very aggressive. 
Operators are acting conservatively, and 
are not offering the inducements to. buyers 
which they would quickly do if the situa- 
tion were fairly clear.

YALE WAS. WINNER. 


Race 
London. 


Columbia Finished Second and 
Two Lengths Behind. 


Harvard Was Not in It from the 
Start to the Finish. 


Jockey Bishop Dies froin stis ‘Injuries—Race- 
land Shot -Isiam Ruptures a Blood- 
vessel—Eastern Baseball 
and Races.

- NEW LONDON (Ct.,) June 28.—The tri- 
angular race between Yale, Harvard and 
Columbia was rowed at 11:30 o’clock this 
morning, and resulted in the triumph of 
Yale; Columbia second, Harvard _ third. 
While it had betn agreed that Yale should 
have the center of the course,\with Har- 
‘vard on the west and Columbia on the east, 
the boys got confused in taking positions | 
/and the boats were placed with Harvard 
in the center, Yale to the east, and Colum- 
bia to the west. The boats carried no 
flags or distinguishing colors, and their 
changes of position caused confusion to 
the ‘spectators, nearly every one believing 
that Columbia had won. 

Yale took the water first almost with- 
}out a splash, while Columbia and Harvard 
simultaneously started on their two-mile 
course up the river, each doing consider- 
able air and water fanning on the first two 
‘strokes. By the time the half-mile flag 
was reached Harvard was fully a length 
and a half astern of Yale, and the Colum- 
bia oarsmen had passed Yale by one-half a 
length. In this manner they rowed for the 
next quarter, when Yale took a trifle faster 
stroke. 

.~t the mile Yale and Columbia were hav- 
ing as pretty a race a& could be witnessed. 
At the mile and a haif, Yale was in the 
lead, and from that time to the finish 
the Columbias knew they were beaten, but 
still fought gamely. Harvard was oui of 
the race from the:start, Yale won by two 
‘lengths. The winner’s time was 11:15, 
and Columbia’s time 11:27 

YALE AND HARVARD. 

NEW LONDON (Ct.,) June. 28.—It was 
o'clock before the tug Manhasset, with 
all the available space on board crowded 
} with newspaper men, started up the river 
‘to see the great contest between the Yale 
and Harvard crews. The beats. arrived 
at the starting-point at 6.15 o’clock, wait- 
ing for the racing shells to put in an ap- 
-pearance. The water was not quite 
‘smooth, but the surface was unbroken, 
even, by a wind flaw. It was 6:34 when | 
. the Harvard boat started for the line. 
' Yale reached the’ starting-point a mo- 
ment later, and the two boats were 
auickly in. place, side by side, ready for 
the word. It came, and both sets of oars 
struck the water together. 

Harvard started in with a fast stroke— 
forty to the minute—hoping to break 
Yale's heart in the fifst mile. Yale re- 
sponded gamely with thirty-eight strokes, 
and kept right abreast of Harvard. For 
a, furlong, perhaps, the boats. rowed - nip 
»and tuck; then the long, stronger strokes 
of. the sons of old Eli began to tell, and 
Yale drew away. 
wes already five seconds ahead, a full 
boat’s 
The'Harvards’ stroke had dropped to thir- 
ty-six, while Yale kept up at the thirty- 
eight rate at. which she started. She | 
passed the mile and a half nineteen sec- 
onds ahead of Harvard. The crews here 
began to reduce their stroke, Yele drop- 
ping to thirty-six and Harvard to thirty- 
four. But, while Yale’s strokes were deep 
and strong, Harvard’s work was ragged. 

After the first half mile, Harvard’s men 
were never in it. Had they been perfect 
oarsmen, however, they would still have 
lost the race by their steering. From the 
mite flag on the Harvard boat sagged 
across the stream most extraordinarily, 
and finally struck the two-and-a-half- 
4 mile flagstaff. The crew rallied bravely 
from the shock, but after that were never 
in the race for a moment.

A NOVEL JOURNEY. 


From Boston to San Francis¢o pee a New 
Style Tandem. 

William van Wagan and wife of Syracuse, 
N. Y., announce that in a few months they 
will inaugurate something new in the way 
of transcontinental ‘‘cycling.’’ They propose 
to make the trip on. a, tandem, which has 
been constructed for the .purpose,~ and will 
ride from Boston to San Francisco. The 
wheel has an especially high frame, and is 
fitted with 34-inch Palmer tires. These tires 
will be pumped up to sixty pounds to the 
square inch, and in case the riders are 
obliged to ford streams they will run no risk 
of losing the tandem. It is also fitted with 
a large sectioned wooden rim, cnameled in 
crimson. The gear “is fifty-six inches, which, 
with six and one-half inch cranks and large 
tires, will allow the riders to ride over rail- 
road ties or bad roads in the mountains, as 
also through Iowa, where it is almost impos- 


to pass. 

The tires are fitted with an anti-slipping at- 
tachment, which will permit the riders to 
pass through thé—snow eheds in the moun- 
tains without any side-slipping and no dan- 
er of falling. This is the most serious ob- 
euion to riding there, as the surface is very 
wet and slimy, and it is almost impossible 
to stay on a wheel with ordinary tires. The

the advancement which the century has 
made in the methods of locomotion, and 
what a blow to our continued advancement 
it would be if we were compelied to go 
back to the old of travel and com- 
munication. 

But in. one respect that old past, with 
its limited means of communication, was 
grander than it is today, richer in all that 
pertains to the rights of citizenship and 
the rights of the individual. Sch a meas- 
ure as has been resorted to in the boycott 
of our railroads to force compliance with 
the demands of labor, would have been 
impossible of conception a céntury ago, 
or if conceived of would have been re- 
garded as too monstrous to be tolerated. 
Brute force was not as much in favor then 
as it is now, and the obligations of the citi- 
zen to the State were not so lightly re- 
garded. We are drifting away from the 
underlying principles upon which a free 
government is built, and each man who 
deems that he has a grievance against a 
company or corporation, or capital in it- 
self, is inclined take the matter into 
his own hands, é force those of his own 
class, who may have no ills of their own 
to redress, to make common. war with him 
upon capital. He would cripple capital 
upon whom he depends, for his daily wages, 
and then compel thus crippled capital 
to pay his demands in full. 

This cannot be done, for if capital suf- 
fers labor must naturally suffer with it. 
The two are interdependent, and every 
boycott and strike is an indirect blow 
struck by labor at labor, paralyzing its 
forces ara destroying its supplies... 

Today the travel of the country ie 
largely at a standstill; the general pub- 
lic is deprived of its right of . transporta- 
tion, and organized labor is playing the 
part. of the tyrannical dictator to the whole 
country. The whole situation is incom- 
patible ‘with the principles of free gov- 
ernment and subversive of the rights of 
the sovereign citizen. If we go much far- 
ther in this direction we stand face to 
face with anarchy and political destruc- 
tion. 

Suppose that the charges be true that 
the employees of the Pullman Company 
have not been fairly treated, that the 
wages paid them have not been suffi- 
ciently remunerative, and that the char- 
acter of the company is that of a grind- 
ing monopoly? Charges the truth of. 
which we know nothing about. There 
are other and more American ways of 
righting the wrongs of the workmen than 


erage sense of duty to the State is at low 
ebb. Selfishness and greed are stronger 
than the sense of citizenship. The grand- 
eur of human freedom and of self-govern- 
ment, and the value of the endowments 
which they bring us have measur- 
ably overlooked or made secondary to the 
attainment of immediate ends.“The spawn 
of such conditions is the strike, the boy- 
cott, the armies of unemployed and the 
present social chaos. 

‘If we would remedy all this we must 
begin in our homes and in our public 
schools, and impress upon the minds of 
the. rising generation the weighty obli- 
gations of citizenship.. The political and 
moral tone of the country must be raised 
and regenerated by them. If: we would be 
a great people and a law-abiding and 
prosperous people, we must set about this 
work of regeneration at once. The pro- 
cess of deterioration has been rapid within’ 
the past few years. Not only must we ed- 
tucate our children to a higher sense of 
duty to the State, but we must at once 
set about the work of reforming our- 
selves, taking higher standards of action, 
broader views of our obligations, and a 
deeper and nobler sense of the demands 
of humanity. The preservation of free 
government is worth any sacrifice, ,It is 
the hope of all the ages, and the race, 
but its continuance depends upon our re- 
alization of its worth, and our willingness 
to make sacrifices for its maintenance. It 
is not a machine which, once set in mo- 
tion, will regulate itself and run smoothly - 
independent of methods. But. the people 
must be with it, and courageously and 
strenuously adhere to the principles upon 
which it is founded. This gradual* dete- 
rioration we can only hope to check “by - 
promoting the growth of higher moral 
and social sertiments.” As says the 
writer before referréd to: ‘“‘We™ need to 
open our eyes to the mischief we have | 
done by a crude political phflosophy, by 
unwise legislation, by indiscreet philan- 
thropy, or by the application of untried 
abstract ideas to the regulation of social 
questions. We need to° awaken to a 
sense of the extreme Hiability of the hu- 
man intellect to go astray when it at- 
tempts constructive work of any kind. 
That things have gone wrong we have 
the proof before our éyes, and where is the 
chief blame to be laid if not on our own 
short-sighted views and meddlesome pol- 
icies?’’

HE ABUSED CHILDREN. 


A St. Louis Salesman Atta Attacked by Infuriated 
Women. 

ST. LOUIS, June 28.—William Howard, 
a salesman for an art company, had a nar- 
row escape from death at the hands of a 
mob of infuriated women. Had it not 
been for Officer McKeon, who arrived just 
in time, his body would now be lying on 
a slab fn a morgue. 

The man’s crime consisted in abusing 

little girls ranging in age from 6 to’ 12 
years, living in the vicinity of Thirteenth 
and Spruce streets. He took liberties with 
them. His last victim was Dora Chard of 
Spruce street. Her mother arrived on the 
scene just in time to prevent the child 
from being harmed by the man. 
. With a scream of rage she started for 
Howard. To escape her the man sought 
safety in flight. The woman gave chase. 
Howard was stopped by other women liy- 
ing in the vicinity, who had been attracted 
by the outcry of Mrs. Chard. When they 
learned of the man’s actions the indigna- 
tion of the women knew no bounds. Cries 
of ‘‘Lynch him!” and “‘Stone the coward!” 
arose on all sides. Several women: picked: 
up large rocks and began to beat him 
with them. Before the man was badly in- 
jured Officer McKeon appeared and ar- 
rested him. 

The prisoner was followed to jail a 
mob of angry, howling women, who would 
have torn him limb from limb had an op- 
portunity presented itself, Howard of- 
fered no excuse for his crime., He said 
he was 40 years old. His. clothes were 
shabby, and no money was found in his 
possession. 


BRITISH EMPIRE. 


Rosebery and Salisbury on the Permanency 
of the Monarchy. wn 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

LONDON, June 28.—Lord Rosebery to- 
day, in moving an address of congratuia- 
tion to the Queen on the birth of an heir 
to the Duke of York, said that there was 
one absolute guaranty of the permanency 
of the actual form of government; this 
was the fact that the Queen had no fewer 
than three direct heirs. The Premier 
added that the monarchy, by the lapse of 
centuries, had assumed functions rather 
social than political. 

The Marquis of Salisbury said that 
he would supplement Lord Rosebery’s re- 
marks by stating that the present form 
of government was the only one possible 
in order to rally the numerous races and 
creeds which were under the Queen’s sway. 
The motion was adopted.

TWO ‘WIDOWS. 


The Death of a hocme City Man Leads to 
Stranze Disclosures.

NEW YORK, June 28.—The death of a 
patient at the Presbyterian Hospital on 
February 18 last, developed a state of af- 
fairs which affects 100 Kansas City prop- 
erty claims, involving $750,000. The facts 
were not known until a sister of the dead 
man and his former Kansas City business 
partner met over his bier. 

It transpired that the deceased had left 
two wives, and had in life borne two 
names. The sister declared that the dead 
man was Capt. Thomas Ballantyne of Lon- 
donderry, Ireland, husband of her old 
schoolmate, Miss Martha McCrea of Lis- 
given, in the north of Ireland. The part- 
ner, on the other hand, said that he was 
Capt. T.. H. Harris, a land speculator with 
him during the Kansas’ City boom of 1888, 
and husband of Mrs. Lizzie C. Harris, nee 
Cordins of Detroit, who now lives at Blen- 
heim, Ont. 

Under these extraordinary circumstances 
it was determined to keep the body without 
burial ten days, and to cable to Mrs. Capt. 
Ballantyne in Ireland, and to Mrs. Capt.
